Tended to 3U that subject be rclrr^ed of Ms SA7TJRJt~4^si[jnjnent and 
placed elsevrhere in ZIPPER, Although evidence currently available 
inMcates that subject was aL in.ost an unMttins inforviant of Kurt 
PDKGER, the mere fact of his association Mth POIiOE^ over a consid- 
erable period of time in our opinion disqu'-^lifies him for SA'P.TRN 
employment. In addition ve have had an ooportunity to evaluate sub- 
ject personally and professionally since his transfer to 3h a ^near 
ago. Personally, he is an affable, shrcvrd, soft-spoken indi\'idual 
who di sol ays syrriptotVs of a creeping senility. He is in poor physical 
condition attributable primarily to a serious shoulder and chest vjoiind 
suffered during hW II which affected his heart. His condition requires 
close medical attention and regular dosages of cardiac tonics. Profes- 
sionally, and with due credit to Ms Vf/TII career as chdef of the V7ehr- 
macht Geheimefeldpoidzei, his performance has been mediocre. It is 
our imderstahding that he v/as relieved of )iis position as chief BV 
EAIiMJ, GV "L” because- of his incompetence. At he has been rele- 
gated to handling relatively simnle Cl cases for v^hich he appears to 
have neither the patience- nor interest. He is also called upon to 
assist in training staff personnel but the lectures vie have heard have 
been singularly uninspired and devoted largely to fond reminiscences 

of the “old^ days".
